Washington, Oct. 18. — The list of 
Wltnessfs called before the Schley 
court of inquiry Friday Included Lieu 
teMat Commander Reginald P. Nich- 
olson, who was naviRutor of the Ore 
gOB during the campaign of 1898; Dr. 
Ckarlee M. Devalln, paaaed auivtant 
■argeon; CapUIn J. L. Hannum, re 
tired, who was chief engineer on the 
Brooklyn during the war with Spain- 
Ueutenant T. F. Carter, ensign W. F. 
Pronaa. Carpenter J. H. Warford, all 
of whom were on the Htooklyn; Mr 
Hunley, who was ( lii<f machinist on 
the Texas, and Lieutenant B. W 
Wells, Jr., who was Admiral Schley s 
flag lieutenant. It Is expected that 
Oaptaia Clarlc of the Oregoa will be 
among the wltneeeee to be heard early 
B«zt week. 

Lieutenant Commander Nicholson 
of t{ie Ore(;(.ii began ills recital of the 
titory of the battle of July 3. which he 
bad observed as the navigator of the 
Qregon, by saying he was on the deL.\ 
of his Tessel, and added: "Occupying 
the position I did during the day of 
the engagpnient. 1 necessarily saw con- 
siderable of it and the incidents of that 
day. The Spanish ships were seen 
coming out of the harbor by practica 
ly the whole crew at the same time. 
Wtaeo the first ship started to go 
around the cry went up. "Tliere they 
go.' I looked toward the harbor and 
Haw the first ship. Her bow was mak- 
ing a turn into the last reach of the 
harbor on her way out. She was fol- 
lowed la suocession by the others. 1 
went to my station first on the bridge, 
then down to the conning tower, and 
saw that the proper connections wen- 
made. In the meantime the signal 
had been sounded to general quarters, 
and by this time steam was coning 
up; all the boilers and blowers were 
going full tilt, and In a few minutes 
afterward Captain Clark camt up. 
We turned the ship, going slowly at 
first the epe«d increasing all tiie time, 
toraed ship with starboard helm and 
started la toward the enemy. They 
caaie out at full speed, apparently 
much faster than we were at this time. 
By the time we were straightened out 
well to the westward they were all 
ahead of us. The Iowa started In, she 
being to the westward of us, apparent- 
ly got In ckMer to the enemy than we 
did, because we passed under her 
stern. A few minutes after that, on 
our course to the westward, we passed 
under the »tern of the Texas, appa- 
rently still in the water. I called Cap- 
tain Clark's atteaUon to this. Of 
eoorie firing commenced on both sides 
at the time the first ship cleared, prob- 
ably 8^ to 4 miles off at that po nt. 
When we crossed under the Texas' 
•tern we saw the Iowa coming out of 
a course nearly parallel to a converg 
lag course with ours. I noticed her a 
little abaft our sUrboard beam. Cap 
tain Clark at the same time not!ced 
bftr and called my attention to her, 
end told me to look out and avoid a 
collision No collision was very Im 
minent, but we did change our helm 
aad passed on. I did not see aay more 
of the Iowa After the actloo com- 
menced we passed the Texas and the 
Iowa. The only ship then a^ead of us 
was the Brooklyn. She was well off 
of bL.- accustomed position, well off to 
the westward. All the Spanish shliib 
had gotten out by this time and we 
were pursuing them, headlag tor the 
leading ships. We noticed the Maria 
Teresa drop astern at leas speed than 
at first, saw flames leaping up and out 
from her, which convinced us »he was 
on Are. A few minutes after that the 
Oqueado appeared to be covered with 
■moke, and we coaeluded that she also 
was on fire, which proved to be a fact. 
Just about this time the Viscaya, 
which starboarded her helm, seemed 
to head off to the southward and west, 
toward the Brooklyn, and fall out of 
line. It then became evident that the 
Cokm was pulling out of battle and 
running along the abore, but it was 
developed that ihe was running away 
and had more speed than a/1 the other 
ships. The Viscaya headed toward the 
Uruoklyn. She ran that course some 
time, theiL#traightened out again, then 
turned laraore, aad a few mlautea af- 
ter that ran ashore also. There Is no 
question about the Viscaya pulling out 
of the Spanish line to the southward, 
becauae a short time after this Cap- 
taia ^lark turned around and called 
my atteatlon to some objects in the 
water that looked like floating buoys, 
apparently three or four feet above 
the water. We thought they were nets 
*with torpedoes between them, proba- 
kly thrown out to Injure the ship. 1

Commander Nicholson said he re- 
called some signals from the Brook 
lyn on the day of the battle, among 
others one at the hegtanlBg of th« bat 
tie to close up, aad another at the 
close of the engagement saying, "Well 
done, Oregon." 

In reply to questions from Mr. Ray- 
ner, the witness said he could not say 
positively that he bad seen the Brook* 
lyn make her turn, but that he had 
seen her chlnge her position. He hai 
never seen the Brooklyn and the Tex- 
as when they were closer together 
than a mile or a mile and a half He 
also said that he did not remember 
any signal from the Brooklyn to the 
Oregon to oae her lS>lnch guns on the 
Colon. 

"Did the Oregon use her 13-nch guns 
early In the action?" Captain Lemly 
asked on cross-examination. ■ "Oh. 
y*K, was (he response. "But she 
stopped using them during tha chaae 
of the OoloB, as that vessel was so far 
away that to use them would have 
been a waste of ammunition." 

In response to another question by 
Captain Lemly, Commander Nichol- 
son said: "I thought the Oregon was 
nearer the eatnjr durlog the chaae 
than the Brooklya, but the distances 
varied somewhat. At one time the 
Brooklyn had apparently turned to 
head ofl^ a turn of the Colon toward 
Capo Cruz. In reply to Mr. Hanna 
the witness said he had observed the 
Spanish fleet as it came out of tbo har- 
bor at Santiago: that they were la col- 
umn and In order, three or fOur ships' 
lengths apart; that all ported their 
helms and turned to the westward ap- 
parently with the intention of going 
ashore \f necessary. During the early 
part of the eagagement he had seen 
none of the Spanish teesela turning 
toward any of the American ships, 
and he was sure there was no well- 
developed movement in that direction. 
The smoke was dense, and be could 
not be certain ol all the details. The 
court asked a aumber of questions as 
to the positions of the ships in the 
blockading fleet. 

Dr. Charles M. Dcvalin followed 
Nicholson and commended Admiral 
Schley's conduct in the engagement. 
After him Captain John R. Hannum, 
chief engineer of the Brooklya at that 
time, was called reopectlag the condi- 
tion of the Merrimac aad coaling. As- 
sistant Engineer Carter teetlfltHl as to 
conditions in the engine room of the 
Brooklyn Just prior to ana during the 
battle. He said the engines of the 
Brooklyn if ore aelther stopped aor re- 
versed, aad that messages were re- 
ceived in the engine room announcing 
the progress of the battle. Carter was 
succeeded by Ensign W. P. Cronan, 
his testimony covering the main issues 
in accordance with othwr wltasssss fOr 
Admiral Schley. 

The next witness was Oeorge H. 
Warford, carpenter on the Brooklyn, 
who also praised Schley's conduct in 
battle. J. L. Hunlay, chief machinist 
on the Texas, contradicted Alfred 
Claxton's testlmoay as io the engines 
of the Texas being reversed or back- 
ed. Witness said be was on duty at 
the port engine and that the engines 
were slowed down but not stopped nor 
backed. 

Lieutenaat J. P. Ryaa. assistant en- 
glaesr oa the Brooklya, said that 
Schley occupied an exposed position 
during the battle and that his conduct 
was admirable. 

Lieut. B. W. Wells, Jr.. Schley's flag 
lieutenant, was the next witness, go- 
ing over the whole ground. He was 
still on the stand whea court adjoara- 
ed for the ("ly.

Manilla, Oct. 18.— A force of 600 
bolomen attacked a detachment of 46

The remainder of the company arrived 
on the scene In time to prevent furth- 
er slaughter aad routed the aatives. 
Mlllng over 100 of them. It is be- 
lieved that the Filipinos retired only 

for reinforcements. 

As Koon as the news was received 
at Catbalogan two gunboats were dis- 
patched, Oeaaral Smith folag In per- 
son to tha sceaa. 

Fiske Warren, the first msn to take 
the oath of allegianct- reqolred under 
the recent act of Philippine commis- 
sion, has been closely Identified with 
dixto Lopes.

Paul A majority of the members of 
the party will proceed at once to 
Washington where data and Informa- 
tion secured on the trip will be em- 
bodied in government statistics, maps 
and reports. 

The three parties operated different 
sections of Alaska. One, led by J. O. 
Gardner and A. J. Collier, surveyed 
the unknown country north of Nome. 
A second, headed by W. J. Peters, 
made a (oniplcfc investigation of the 
district lying between the Koyukuk 
river and the Arctic coast at Point 
Barrow. The third party operated In 
the interior bounded by the Little 
Koyukuk. Pall. Old Man and Kobuck 
rivers. A fmirth party captained by 
A. H. Brooks worked In southwestern 
Alaska and has not returned. 

At times the exploring parties were 
as much Isolated from civilisation as 
was Explorer Stanley In the interior 
of darkest Africa. For months no 
white men outside the members of the 
parties were seen and they were sur 
rounded by thousands of miles of 
dreary stretches of uninhabited coun- 
try. The party led by T. O. Gardner 
and A. J. Collier secured accurate 
geoIogi(al data of the country north 
of Nome. Peters party reached Koyu- 
kuk river in the spring, explored the 
treacherous river and headed for the 
shores of the Arctic north. The trip 
was a continual round of hardships 
and exposures. The supplies and In- 
struments were carried on the back 
of the men. The Mendenhall party 
lost all its supplies by the overturning 
of the boats in the rapids oa Old Man 
river, but succaaded la reaching 
Burgemaa nearly starved.
